Generally speaking, sheepmen seem 
to he enjoying a rather better year 
than usual and there are some indi- 
cations of better days ahead. 

Wool prices are holding firm and 
with the added government deficiency 
payment, the net return on a _ well 
grown, well prepared elip is profitable, 
—lamb prices haye remained some- 
what more equable throughout the 
summer onths with a steadily growing 
deand for choice home grown lamb— 
the market for early spring lamb is be- 
coming more and more of a factor,— 
the modified serapie eradication policy 
is more realistic and many engender 
some long needed importations for 
some of our breeds,—there is a wider 
enquiry for western white faced range 
ewes with which to establish breeding 
units of 100 or more ewes on farms, 
both Bast and West,—and the demand 
for purebred rams appears to be im- 
proved over recent years. 

All of this would seem to portend 
that the decline in our sheep popula- 
tion has been arrested and that more 
use will be made of the thousands of 
acres so admirably suited to sheep 
production. More and more good 
lambs and wool will be required in our 
booming economy and one cannot 
avoid the prediction that those who 
stay with sheep or who etsablish a new 
sheep enterprise are heading into a 
profitable period,

One in a hundred Canadians is des- 
cended from the first inhabitants — 
the Indians and eskimos. The Ind- 
jans are not a dying race. Their popu- 
lation has grown from 118,000 in 1941 
to 185,000 in 1961. There are about 11,- 
600 Eskimos. 

The rest of us, or our ancestors, are 
New Canadians. Since the end of 
World War Two immigration has flue- 
tuated. Many thousands came here 
from the British Isles. The Hungar- 
jan revolution and Suez crisis brought 
a new wave, Large numbers of Ital- 
jans and Germans have added to the 
cosmopolitan life of our cities, already 
founded by Poles, Ukrainians and oth- 
ers, 

Canada has not grown evenly, From 
1945 to 1961, Quebec received 247,762 
immigrants, while Ontario received 
883,808. All other provinces combin- 
ed took a total of 426,051. 

Some Don’t Stay 

Emigration from Canada has sub- 
stantially reduced the population gains 
by immigration, In the decade ending 
in 1961, we lost $99,542 people to the 
United States, of whom 286,155 were 
Canadian born. Those who left tend- 
ed to be our better-skilled citizens, of- 
ten in search of better job opportunit- 
jes and salaries. This “brain-drain”, 
as some call it, has been one of Cana~ 
da’s perennial problems of growth and 
identity.
